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WATER UTILITY EXPENDITURES 
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INTRODUCTION 


The Santa Clara County Flood Control and Water District 
has the responsibility for the reduction of flood hazards, the 
conservation of local water resources and the provision of an 
adequate water supply for all of Santa Clara County. The 
achievement of these basic functions is essential to the con¬ 
tinuing prosperity and economic growth of the area. 

DISTRICT FUNCTIONS 

Activities of the District include basic data collection 
in and hydrologic investigations of the watersheds within the 
County, reduction and evaluation of hydrologic and water supply 
data, analysis of the flood potentials, the planning of flood 
control and water supply projects, the preparation of engineer¬ 
ing designs for and the construction of approved facilities, 
and the operation and maintenance of the constructed facilities. 
The District also provides equipment and personnel to assist 
in alleviating problems arising during periods of flooding. 

Flood control activities of the District consist of the 
protection and improvement of the flood control facilities 
shown on page 4. Under existing regulations, it is the 
District's responsibility to prevent encroachments into the 
waterways in any manner that would obstruct or diminish the 
necessary capacity of the channel whether or not ownership is 
in the District. At present, the District owns approximately 
125 miles of channel rights-of-way in which major improvements 
have been constructed. The District maintains all rights-of- 
way in which it has a proprietary interest. 

The District, in its water supply activities, maintains 
and operates reservoirs having a total capacity of 157,000 acre- 
feet in the mountains surrounding the Santa Clara Valley for the 
storage of local runoff water. Water captured in these 
reservoirs during the winter months is released during the dry 
season for percolation (filtering into the underground water 
table) into the groundwater basin beneath the Santa Clara Valley. 
Facilities for the treatment and wholesale distribution of im¬ 
ported and locally conserved water for domestic consumption are 
also owned and operated by the District. This program provides 
an alternate source of water to the local retail water companies 
whose major source of water at present is the groundwater basin.

DISTRICT FINANCING 

Zones 

In order to insure an equitable financing program for 
capital improvements within the District and for the adminis¬ 
tration, planning, construction, operation and maintenance of 
these improvements, the District has been divided into zones 
of benefit. Five of these zones established by the District 
are for flood control activities. Their boundaries approxi¬ 
mately conform to watershed boundaries as shown on page 4. 

Three zones have been established for the conservation, 
distribution, and treatment of water conserved and imported 
into Santa Clara County. 

Zone W-l encompasses the North Santa Clara Valley and 
includes those water consumers that benefit from 
locally conserved water and from the importation and 
distribution of water from the South Bay Aqueduct of 
the State Water Project. 

Zone W-2 which encompasses most of the Santa Clara 
Valley groundwater basin and is similar in size and 
shape to Zone W-l, was formed for the registration of 
those groundwater producing facilities that benefit 
from the recharge of the groundwater basin with local 
and imported water. In this zone, a charge is levied 
for groundwater extracted and the revenue thus derived 
is used to support the District's conservation and 
importation program. 

Zone W-3 encompasses most of the Coyote groundwater 
basin extending from Metcalf Road on the north to just 
south of Morgan Hill and was originally formed to assist 
in financing local water conservation facilities. 

The boundaries of these three zones are shown on page 5. 

Revenue 

The District levies a small District-wide administrative 
tax on secured and unsecured property which is used to purchase 
various fixed assets required in the overall operation of the 
District administrative offices and to finance Governmental 
Programs of general benefit to all of Santa Clara County. 
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Each flood control zone of the Flood Control and Water 
District is a cost center with its own budget. The expendi¬ 
tures within each zone for all programs are shown on the 
program summary sheets within each zone budget. Ad valorem 
taxes are levied in each of the flood control zones based upon 
estimates of the work to be accomplished each budget year. In 
those zones where bonds have been approved, the total tax levy 
is sufficient to cover the cost of interest and redemption of 
the bonds in addition to any work financed by current taxes. 

Budgeting for the Water Utility is accomplished on an 
enterprise fund basis. Water supply activities are partially 
financed by a Countywide ad valorem tax to pay for the capital 
cost of import facilities and for the Countywide recreational 
benefits derived from the District's reservoirs. A portion of 
this tax is refunded by the District directly to the cities of 
Palo Alto, Mountain View, Sunnyvale and Milpitas and to the 
Purissima Hills Water District. Each of the entities receiving 
a refund purchases water from the City of San Francisco. The 
amount refunded is based on the percentage of water purchased 
from the City of San Francisco in comparison to the total 
amount of water consumed by each city or district. This refund 
is limited to a maximum of 60 percent of the amount of taxes 
collected from the city or district. The major source of water 
supply income is a charge levied on all groundwater extracted 
within Zone W-2 of the District and from the sale of treated 
.water. Other sources of revenue result from the levy of ad 
valorem taxes in Zones W-l and W-3 and from the sale of surface 
delivered untreated water. 

Due to the requirements of the uniform accounting practices 
adopted by the State, it is necessary to divide expenditures 
from the Water Utility Funds into various categories which con¬ 
stitute cost centers of the Water Utility.

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THE BUDGET CONCEPT 


The District Budget is more than an annual legal authoriza¬ 
tion to spend public funds. It is also a plan for achieving 
certain objectives for which the District is responsible. The 
District budgeting process in the past several years has been 
introduced to a new concept. This concept is program budgeting. 
Program budgeting is a technique which attempts to solve the 
increasingly difficult problems of evaluating and making the 
decisions about requests for funds among competing programs 
within an agency, both for the short-term and long-term consid¬ 
erations. This concept has three basic characteristics: 

1. Identification of the fundamental objectives or goals 
of the agency and a determination of how the programs 
of the agency relate to these goals,

2 . Projection of programs into the future on a planned 

and controlled basis so that budgeting is a continuing 
process, 

3 . Consideration of all pertinent costs of programs 

including capital expenditures. 

The total District Budget is composed of four major cat¬ 
egories of sub-budgets--The Flood Control Zones, The Water 
Utility, The District and The Equipment Working Capital Fund. 

Within these four major categories, all the activities of 
the District are further categorized into separate financial 
accounting centers, known as COST CENTERS in which costs are 
accumulated because of legal and accounting requirements. 

Since each Flood Control Zone is in the nature of a separate 
legal sub-entity of the District, each Flood Control Zone is a 
Cost-Center for which separate accounts are kept. In the Water 
Utility, on the other hand, the Zones are not Cost Centers in 
and of themselves but are revenue producing areas which con¬ 
tribute income to the operation of the Water Utility. Cost 
Centers in'the Water Utility are maintained to conform to uni¬ 
form accounting practices prescribed by the State of California. 
These Cost Centers are as follows: 

Source of Supply Cost Center - which accumulates all costs 
related to obtaining or producing a supply of water in¬ 
cluding all reservoir conservation costs and importation 
costs. 



Raw Water Transmission and Distribution Cost Center - 
which accumulates all costs related to the distribution 
of raw water including pipelines, canals, and percolation 
ponds. 

Water Treatment Cost Center - which accumulates all costs 
associated with the purification of water, namely the 
Rinconada Water Treatment Plant and necessary costs 
related to maintenance of the Penitencia Water Treatment 
Plant site. 

Treated Water Transmission and Distribution Cost Center - 
which accumulates all costs related to the distribution of 
treated water to retail customers, including pipelines, 
turnouts and regulating reservoirs transporting treated 
water. 

Administration and General Cost Center - which accumulates 
all costs of the Water Utility of an administrative nature 
and which cannot be charged to the other four categories 
of Cost Centers including costs related to the collection 
of groundwater charges, pricing analyses, preparation of 
required annual reports, water management and similar re¬ 
lated activities. 

The District Budget and the Equipment Working Capital Fund 
each has only one Cost Center. 

Within each of the above Cost Centers, a general category 
or grouping of activities can be determined. These activities 
are called PROGRAMS . Since the fundamental activities of the 
District are to plan, construct, maintain and operate various 
physical assets and to administer the various goals of a Cost 
Center, these fundamental activities are considered the Programs 
of the District. An analysis of the District's Programs would 
show the following allocation of activities to be within the 
Programs cited: 

Administration - Includes all District Labor, District 
Equipment and Contractual Services required in the adminis¬ 
tration of a cost center. This program is explained in 
greater detail beginning on page 10. 

Planning - Includes all District Labor, District Equipment 
and Contractual Services on projects up to and including 
the preparation of hearing plans and certain special studies. 
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Construction - Includes all District Labor, use or pur¬ 
chase of Equipment, and Contractual Services which result 
in the completion or acquisition of a new physical asset 
or project or a substantial improvement to the life or 
value of a physical project. 

Maintenance - Includes all work performed on District 
projects, facilities or equipment which results in main¬ 
taining constructed works or equipment in the original 
conditions. 

Operations - Includes the work'performed to release, divert, 
treat or transport water into or through physical District 
projects. 

The work within the above Programs is performed on PROJECTS . 
It is the bringing together of specific types of work, such as 
planning or construction, to be performed on Projects which 
develop the various Programs. Projects are defined as physical 
assets, completed studies, or administrative and operating 
objectives. Whenever a single Project benefits Programs in 
more than one Cost Center, the costs are allocated by Program to 
the benefited Cost Center. 

Except for the governmental program which is peculiar to 
the District Cost Center and is explained' under the heading of 
District Summary, Part IV, of this Budget, the diagram on the 
following page offers a graphic representation of the budgeting 
concept described above, showing the relationship between the 
major budget categories, cost center budgets, programs and 
projects. In the diagram the following abbreviations are used 
in the Flood Control and W T ater Utility Cost Centers: 

NW - Northwest Zone Cost Center 
NC - North Central Zone Cost Center 
■C - Central Zone Cost Center 
E - East Zone Cost Center 
S - South Zone Cost Center 
SS - Source of Supply Cost Center

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CONTINUING PROGRAMS 

(Administration, Maintenance and Operations) 


Three of the programs in all of the Cost Centers are either 
the same or so similar in nature that one explanation of the 
type of work performed within these programs will eliminate the 
need for repetitive discussion within the various cost centers. 
These are the Administration. Maintenance and Operations Pro¬ 
grams. They are on-going and continuing programs which do not 
vary in nature from year to year. The following explanation 
will apply to all of the budgets in the Flood Control, Water 
Utility and District Cost Centers. No additional explanation 
will be given on these programs in the various Cost Centers 
unless there is an expenditure of an extraordinary nature. 

Administration Program 

All expenditures for the Administration Program in each of 
the Cost Centers can be found listed by project on the A.dminis- 
tration Program Summary for the particular Cost Center. The 
projects in the Administration Program are as follows: 

Administracive Projects 

In the Flood Control Zone and Water Utility Cost Centers 
this project consists of District labor expenses and outside 
services for administrative support of the particular Cost 
Center. These support activities are of a general 'administrative 
nature consisting of meetings, real estate administration, survey 
administration, updating of manuals, complaint investigation, 
storm patrol during periods of emergency and other general ac¬ 
tivities applicable to the Cost Center. 

Except for storm patrol and complaint investigation, the 
above activities are included in administrative projects for the 
District Cost Center which, in addition, have the following 
activities: budget and workload analyses, personnel recruitment, 

personnel education and training, insurance management, and 
administrative analysis. 

Ordinance Administration 


To this project is charged the District labor costs and 
outside inspection services related to the administration of the 
District Policy Resolution and the enforcement of Ordinance 59-1 
(Permits Ordinance) as such activities relate to the physical 
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flood control or water utility facilities within the particular 
cost center. 

Insurance 

The Insurance Project bears that portion of insurance 
costs to the District for liability coverage for flood control 
or water utility facilities within the cost center based upon 
the miles of channel, canal or pipeline, within the cost center. 

Unplanned Studies 


This project provides a contingency item for special types 
of work which result in the interruption to the scheduled work 
flow. Usually the work consists of special analyses or reports 
called for during the budget year which could not be foreseen, 
and are often initiated because of requests from management or 
the Board of Directors. 

Debt Service 


This project covers the cost of bond principal and interest, 
including paying-agent services, for retirement of bonds sola 
to construct physical assets for the respective cost center. 

•Replacement Fund (Water Utility Cost Centers only) 

The replacement fund is established in each of the Water 
Utility Cost Centers to replace moving equipment such as motors, 
valves and other types of mechanical or electrical equipment 
which have a relatively short life of up to 25 years. 

Fiscal Services Project (District Cost Center only) 

This project provides accounting services for all areas of 
the District including flood control accounting, water utility 
accounting, general governmental accounting, payroll, invest¬ 
ments and revenue accounting. 

Secretarial Services Project (District Cost Center only) 

This project provides the secretarial and clerical services 
for the entire District. It includes activities for personnel 
records, reception services, library service, filing, mail 
distribution, maintenance of minutes for committees and the 
Board of Directors, and dictation, typing and general secretarial 
services. 



General Services Project (District Cost Center only) 

This project provides for time spent in general activities 
such as purchasing, reproduction, equipment and materials inven¬ 
tory, administrative offices maintenance and messenger service. 

Management Project (District Cost Center only) 

This project provides a category for management personnel 
of the District. It covers the costs of Directors' fees, the 
General Manager, the Director and Deputy Directors of the 
Engineering Department, the Director and Assistant Director of 
the Department of Administration and Finance, the Director of 
the Public Services Department, and the Clerk of the Board. 

Public Education (District Cost Center only) 

This project includes labor required in providing tours of 
District facilities, presenting tables, slide shows, etc., on 
District functions; writing, editing and publishing the Annual 
Report and leaflets and brochures describing the District; pre¬ 
paring news releases and the development of educational films. 

Data Processing-Engineering (District Cost Center only) 

This project provides for time spent in administrative 
activities related to scientific and engineering data process¬ 
ing, including system design, programming, debugging and 
production runs, which are of District-wide benefit and cannot 
be charged to a specific project in Flood Control or Water 
Utility Cost Centers. 

Data Processing-Business (District Cost Center only) 

This project provides for time spent in system analysis, 
program development and program operation in business applica¬ 
tions of data processing of general benefit to the entire 
District. 


Maintenance Procrram 


This program is designed to provide effective maintenance 
of the physical assets of the District so that such facilities 
will be kept in a condition equal to the originally constructed 
improvement. In the Flood Control Cost Centers, erosion control, 
weed and brush control, tree removal and trimming, silt and 
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debris removal, access road maintenance, and miscellaneous 
fencing and paving activities are performed on all of the flood 
control facilities. Similar work is performed on all of the 
water utility facilities with greater emphasis on maintaining 
the mechanical, electrical, telemetry and laboratory equip¬ 
ment associated with the reservoirs, canals, the treatment 
plant and the'high-pressure distribution lines. Maintenance 
activities in the District Cost Center consist of maintaining 
the office buildings at Almaden Road and Martha Street, the 
Almaden Maintenance Yard, and the maintenance of Class IV 
equipment consisting of such items as jackhammers, compressors, 
power saws, portable pumps and the like. 

Operations Program 


The Operations Program in the Flood Control zone Cost 
Centers is a limited program containing only one project - 
namely. Flood Control Facilities General. There is very little 
operation activity on a flood control facility except on streams 
where we have a reservoir; however, this project within the 
Operations Program provides an area for budgeting expenses re¬ 
quired for the operation of tide gates or similar facilities, 
as well as operation of reservoirs to increase flood protection 
and for review of flood control facilities to determine needs 
for capacity improvements. In the Water Utility the Operations 
Program is quite important. Operating costs are a major portion 
of the W 7 ater Utility expenditures. Operations activities in the 
Water Utility consist of operating the reservoirs, .canals, 
pipelines, percolation ponds, the water treatment plant, and 
many valves on the high-pressure distribution lines. 

VARYING PROGRAMS 
(Planning and Construction) 

Two of the programs in the Flood Control and Water Utility 
Cost Centers vary in scope and projects from year to year. 

These are the Planning and Construction Programs. Because of 
the varying nature of the projects within these programs it is 
necessary to describe each project proposed for the budget year. 
These explanations are found within the program budgets for 
each cost center. 


ALLOCATED PROJECTS 

There are three projects within the proposed budget which 
benefit several cost centers of the District, and therefore the 
costs of these projects should be allocated to the various cost 




centers and programs. 
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These projects are described as follows: 


Planned Studies - Bay Front Levees 

This study was started in 1970-71 to determine the re¬ 
quirements for flood protection from the tidal waters of San 
Francisco Bay, and the determination of the District's 
responsibility to provide such protection. This study is for 
the benefit of the four North County flood control zones, and 
will provide the recommended solution for the Bay Front problems 
and the costs to be borne by each zone. The cost allocation is 
as follows:

Supervisory Control System

the distribution lines. The project provides controls for 
operating the raw water transmission and distribution system, 
.the water treatment plant, and the' treated water transmission 
and distribution system. The costs of the project, therefore, 
are allocated between these three cost centers. The basis of 
the allocation has been determined by the number of control 
points within each of these three cost centers - with each cost 
center bearing its proportionate cost of the total project as 


applies to the construction, maintenance, and the operation of 
the Supervisory Control System, and results in the following 
proportionate shares: 


1. Raw Water Transmission and Distribution

Total 
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Each of the Cost Centers, except those in Water Utility, 
has its own separate funds. In the Water Utility, expendi¬ 
tures from the various cost centers are expended from a single 
water utility fund. In the following budgets, the balance 
between income and costs for each of these funds is shown on 
the Summary of Revenue and Expenditures. These summaries show 
anticipated sources of revenue and tax rates, with expenditures 
listed according to requirements of governmental accounting as 
well as by program expenditure.

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NORTHWEST ZONE 


Planning Program 


Adobe Creek 

This project consists of the preparation of a planning 
report on alternative methods of construction to be installed 
in the upper reaches of Adobe Creek. Included in the alter¬ 
natives to be analyzed is the flood plain concept. 

Bay Front Levees 

Second year of a two-year study. This study will 
determine the requirements for flood protection from the 
tidal waters of San Francisco Bay and the determination of 
the District's responsibility to provide such protection. 

Twenty-five percent of the total project costs, as noted 
in the introduction, is charged to this zone. 

Stevens Creek 


This project is an analysis of the reach of Stevens Creek 
from the Central Expressway to Stevens Creek Reservoir, which 
will result in completion of a report, and hearing plan on which 
a public hearing will be held. This is the concluding year 
of a two-year analysis. 

Construction Program 


Adobe Creek 


This project consists of improvements to 1500 feet of 
the Adobe Creel Channel in the vicinity of Moody Road where 
the channel is rather steep and is causing considerable 
erosion requiring much maintenance. This project will stabi¬ 
lize the channel and prevent erosion. 

In the portion of Adobe -Creek between Bavshore Highway 
and Lewis Road,levees will be raised on the existing channel 
in order to correct deficiencies which have occurred because 
of subsidence. 
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Where Adobe Creek crosses the Southern Pacific Railroad 
tracks, a concrete depressed section will be installed to 
permit maintenance vehicles to pass under the railroad 
trestle. 

Barron Creek 

This project consists of levee raising from Bayshore 
Highway to 1300 feet south of Bayshore for subsidence 
correction. 

Matadero Creek 


An access ramp must be constructed into Matadero Creek 
above Park Avenue for adequate maintenance access. Due to 
subsidence, it is necessary to raise the levees between 
Bayshore Highway and Greer Road to give proper flood protec¬ 
tion to the surrounding areas of the City of Palo Alto. 

Palo Alto Flood Basi n 

This project consists of the design effort with the 
County Parks and Recreation Department and the City of 
Palo Alto for future construction of a multi-use flood basin 
and regional park facility. 

Stevens Creek 

On this project, permanent erosion control projects at 
various locations between Central Avenue and Fremont 
Boulevard will be planned since excessive maintenance costs 
require planned solutions. 

A complete analysis of the reach will be undertaken 
that will be utilized as a basis for future construction 
vrorks. If an immediate need for repair work is shown by the 
analysis, funding will be arranged on a contingency basis.

Construction Program 


Calabazas Creek 


The latest hydrologic analysis of Calabazas Creek 
indicates that the design flood should be about 50 percent 
larger than that previously calculated. Modifications will 
be required to the existing project 'to provide this additional 
capacity. 

In the reach from Bayshore Freeway"to El Camino Real, 
it is anticipated that trapezoidal concrete channel lining 
will be required as well as enlargement of bridge crossings. 
The budgeted project contemplates only the lining work and 
enlargement of two bridges with remaining bridge improvements 
to follow in future years. 

Due to subsidence, two frontage road bridges adjacent 
to the Sunnyvale-Alviso Road require elevation. In the reach 
from Pomeroy to Lawrence Expressway it is anticipated that 
trapezoidal concrete lining will be required for erosion 
control and needed capacity increase. In the immediate 
vicinity, and downstream of Comer Drive it is proposed that 
a debris basin be constructed. 

San Tomas Aquino Creek 

This project will consist of finalizing the design of 
the project between Rincon Avenue to Westmont and installing 
such facilities that wall provide proper erosion control and 
flood protection. The present concept is trapezoidal con¬ 
crete lining in the downstream reaches and gabion or other 
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protective measures in the upstream reaches which will provide 
aesthetic values as well as proper flood protection. 

Also included is the resolution of the problem of 
inadequate bridges at Coffin and Old Mountain View Roads. 

The project also provides for acquisition of additional 
right-of-way necessary for access to the public roads adjacent 
to the Coffin Road and Old Mountain View Road bridges. 

Saratoga Creek 

This project is the conclusion of a design study to 
investigate the best way to improve Saratoga Creek to conserve 
as much of its natural beauty as possible. This analysis was 
begun in fiscal year 1970-71 and will be concluded in 1971-72.

Greystone Creek 

Greystone Creek has been constructed. However the 
right-of-way has not all been settled and this budget 
includes funds for settlement of all right-of-way acquisition. 

Guadalupe Creek

bridge to the County Marina, recent development activity 
along this slough leading to the Bay appears to be creating 
some permanent uses that will be very costly to relocate. 
Since the reach is under the influence of the Bay, a wide 
leveed channel with a substantial flow section seems most 
feasible. The work included will define the limits of our 
responsibility and acquire the necessary rights-of-way at 
the earliest possible time. 

Staff efforts will also be required to coordinate work 
with the City of San Jose in its preliminary design for the 
Park of the Guadalupe.- 

Lone Hill Creek 


On this project, a pipe will be installed from just 
downstream of Blossom Hill Road to an existing culvert. This 
project was designed in fiscal year 1970-71, but construction 
will be accomplished in 1571-72. 

Los Gatos Creek 


The reach of Los Gatos Creek from 3,000 feet southwest 
of Campbell Avenue to Kirk Dam, which was started in fiscal 
year 1969-70, will be completed during fiscal year 1971-72. 
In the reach between the confluence- of the Guadalupe River 
and San Carlos Street, construction plans will be prepared 
consisting of concrete channel lining with landscaping at. 
street crossings to lessen the impact of the project on the 
appearance of the area. Right-of-way acquisition will be 
undertaken for this reach so that construction can take 
place in fiscal year 1972-73. 

Randol Creek 


The portion of Randol Creek from Almaden Road upstream 
to a point southerly of Viewpoint was approved for construc¬ 
tion in fiscal year 1970-71.

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WATER UTILITY ENTERPRISE FUND 


Revenues and expenditures in the Water Utility are 
accounted for on an enterprise fund basis. However, to 
maintain a consistency of format within this Budget, the 
summary of revenues and expenditures is set forth in the 
same format as the Flood Control Zones. In addition, there 
is provided a Memorandum of Income and Costs which is in the 
nature of an operating statement, showing income as either 
operating or nonoperating income and costs as they are re¬ 
lated to raw water, treated water, and other categories. 

Both the Summary of Revenues and Expenditures and the Memo¬ 
randum of Income and Costs provide comparative columns for 
previous years' expenditures. 

During calendar year 1970-71, a new pricing policy for 
the Water Utility was considered by the Santa Clara County 
Water Commission. On April 13, 1971, the Board of Directors 
of the District adopted a new pricing policy which provides 
for allocating the costs of reservoirs among three basic 
functions; namely, water supply, flood control, and recrea¬ 
tion. Under this policy 7 percent of the total costs of 
planning, constructing, and operating each of the reservoirs 
owned by the District is allocated as a flood control benefit 
to the zone in which the particular reservoir is located, 

14^ percent of such costs are allocated as a recreation bene¬ 
fit to the County as a whole, and the remainder of such costs 
is borne by the Water Utility. In accordance with this method 
of allocation, the Central Zone bears a cost of $31,136, the 
East Zone, $14,720, and the Northwest Zone, $1,498 for a 
total flood control benefit of $47,354. The recreation bene¬ 
fit is $98,093. Other features of the new pricing policy are 
that the Countywide tax to pay for capital costs of import 
facilities are not limited to an arbitrary 5 cents on a 
Countywide basis but are levied to pay the actual costs 
whether they be more or less than 5 cents. Taxes in the 
service area (Zone W-l) are limited to pay for purchases of 

water for the replenishment of the accumulated overdraft in 
the groundwater basin, for the prevention of subsidence within 
the service area, and to provide an emergency supply of water, 
or to pay for any excess capacity provided in the distribution 
facilities serving Zone W-l. All other costs are borne by the 
water users and are collected from revenues available from 
groundwater charges, sales of untreated surface delivered 
v/ater, or sales of treated water. This Budget reflects the 
taxing and water pricing concepts of the newly adopted water 
pricing and taxing policy. „

State Water Project 

This project provides funds for costs to cover general 
liaison and coordination activities associated with the State 
of California for that portion of the South Bay Aqueduct serving 
Santa Clara County. 


Federal Water Project 


This project provides funds for costs to cover general 
liaison and coordination activities associated with the Federal 
Government related to the San Felipe Division of the Central 
Valley Project, including the District's contribution to the 
San Felipe Committee. 

Hetch Hetchy Project 

This project provides funds for liaison and coordination 
of activities associated with the City of San Francisco relative 
to the Hetch Hetchy Water System. 
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Planning Program 

Reservoir Landslide Reconnaissance 


This study is of a reconnaissance nature and will consist 
of a preliminary geologic investigation of existing and poten¬ 
tial landslides adjacent to the District owned reservoirs 
(excluding Anderson Reservoir which is covered under its own 
program). The result of the reconnaissance study will be to 
make recommendations, select certain areas for further detail 
study, and for remedial work if required. 

Coyote Creek Dam 

This is a feasibility study of the Los Osos Dam site on 
Coyote Creek. As noted in the introduction, this project pro¬ 
vides one half of the total project cost which is allocated 
between the Water Utility and the East Zone. 

Anderson Dam and Reservoir 


This project consists of monitoring the existing and 
potential landslides at Anderson Reservoir, establishing and 
monitoring a survey net, installing and monitoring slope indi¬ 
cators, and taking low level aerial photographs of the reservoir 
area for up-to-date and subsequent photo comparisons. 

Calero Dam and Reservoir 


This project provides funds to handle liaison time with 
the State of California relative to our Davis-Grunsky applica¬ 
tion for Calero Dam and Reservoir. Activities this year will 
include the final approval of the project by the California 
Water Commission and the State Legislature and negotiation of 
a contract for the Davis-Grunsky grant with the State of 
California. 

Also on the Calero Dam and Reservoir it is necessary to 
continue the District seepage investigation at the right abut¬ 
ment of the main dam, including necessary liaison work with the 
State Division of Safety of Dams and the drilling and setting 
of piezometers. 

Pacheco Aqueduct Study 


This study provides for the review and. development of 
alternative methods of operation of the San Felipe Division 
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Water Importation Project and includes analyses of a pressurized 
tunnel and the integration of a reservoir into the project. In¬ 
cluded are flood control, water supply, recreation, imported 
water regulation, and an optimum operation program to minimize 
costs and maximize benefits. The project also includes liaison 
with the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation and the Corps of Engineers. 
This project will be performed on request of the San Felipe 
Committee and costs will be reimbursed to the District by the 
Committee. 


Construction Program 
Aimaden Dam and Reservoir 


This project consists of completing the raising and housing 
of the downstream valve operator shaft. 

Calero Dam and Reservoir 

This project consists of construction of a valve house to 
contain the outlet valve of the dam. The housing and valve 
operator work will be planned so that telemetry can be installed 
at a later date. 

Guadalupe Dam and Reservoir 

This project consists of constructing a valve house to 
contain the outlet valve of the dam. The housing and valve 
work will be planned so the telemetry equipment may be installed 
at a later date. 

Stevens Creek Dam and Reservoir 

This project consists of completing the raising and housing 
of the downstream valve operator shaft. 

Weather Modification Project 

This project consists of the purchase and installation of 
a new antenna for the project. 

Maintenance Program 

Guadalupe Dam and Reservoir 

This budget includes an extraordinary expense on the 
Guadalupe Dam and Reservoir. The dam crest has subsided and 
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the upstream facing has been damaged during the life of the 
project. The present intake tower is almost submerged by the 
siltation that has occurred over the 30 odd years of reservoir 
operation. This project will restore the freeboard and facing 
to original status and will extend the intake tower upward by 
10 to 20 feet to give a number of years of continued operation 
at low cost before a major reconstruction of the tower needs 
to be undertaken.

Planning Program 


Canal Landslide Study 

This project embodies studies necessary to delineate 
remedial action in areas where critical conditions exist. 

This is the second phase of the reconnaissance study completed 
during the 1969-70 fiscal year and includes services by a con¬ 
sultant and setting up of reference monuments. 


General Operations Study 

This project includes an analysis of present methods of 
operating the existing raw water distribution system to deter¬ 
mine the most beneficial use of local and imported water. 
Currently we annually determine the water supply available and 
develop a distribution schedule for imported water. This project 
would determine the cost of the distribution of the water, cost 
to recharge water by area, difference in cost of recharge by 
on-stream and off-stream facilities. This project will result 
in a linear programming model for future use and will establish 
the priority of water use and distribution and the related 
associated costs. 

Gravel Dams 


There are erosion problems with the use of gravel dams for 
stream bed recharge. This project would consist of an analysis 
to be made of alternatives for gravel dams. The object of the 
study would be to reduce the costs and to improve the safety 
of operations. 

Groundwater Replenishment by Well Recharge 

One of the objectives of this study will be to provide a 
basic analysis on the mechanics of groundwater replenishment 
by well recharge through the application of the fundamental 
equations of fluid mechanics to situations characteristic of 
our aquifers. These basic results will provide guidelines for 
the construction of an experimental recharge well which will 
be used to evaluate the efficiency of this recharge technique 
for the conditions of our aquifers. 
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Resistivity Data Evaluation 

This project consists of establishing a resistivity evalua¬ 
tion program for the purpose of exploring the stratigraphy of 
the basin. Plotting and interpreting of resistivity surveys 
on various District projects will be included. An attempt to 
locate additional recharge facilities will also be made. 

Stevens Creek Pipeline 

This project will be an analysis and economic feasibility 
study relating to installing remote controls on the Wildcat 
and Saratoga Creek Turnouts. This could reduce the number of 
changes required at the Vasona Pump Station and eliminate the 
need to send manpower out to the turnouts for regulation. Also 
included will be an analysis for improving the turnout structures. 

Penitencia Percolation System 

This project will consist of locating areas'in the 
Penitencia Creek area for future percolation ponds. 

Almaden-Calero Canal 


The need to replace a wooden flume which has a very high 
maintenance cost and is subject to loss by vandalism will be 
studied. Various alternatives will be considered, and the prob¬ 
lem of sediment transportation will be analyzed. The use of 
embankments and stilling basins will be evaluated and a report 
prepared. 


Construction Program 


Vasona Pump Station 


This project will implement the open loop software for 
the Vasona Pump Station computer to permit the station to be 
operated either from the computer control console or from the 
Rinconada Water Treatment Plant. 




Almaden Valley Pipeline 
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This project provides for the payment of the cost of 
acquisition of land by the County Department of Public Works 
in its construction of the Almaden Expressway. Payments will 
be made per agreement between the District and the County 
executed on January 27, 1970. 

Supervisory Control System 

This is an allocated project described in the Introduction 
to the Budget. Thirty-two percent of the total project cost 
is allocated to the Raw Water Transmission and Distribution 
Cost Center. 

Coyote Canal 

With increased urbanization below Coyote Canal, it is 
essential that safety spillways be constructed to eliminate 
damage to developed areas should the canal flow become blocked.

Administration Program 


Collection and Measurement 

This project is peculiar to the administration program in 
this cost center. It consists of activities necessary for the 
collection of the groundwater charges in Zone W-2 and the 
processing and recording of surface water diversion applica¬ 
tions. It includes office and field duties, all necessary 
filing, record keeping, public assistance, data process work, 
field surveillance and installation, and repair and mainte¬ 
nance of water production measurement devices in support of 
collecting groundwater and surface water charges. 

Planning Program 


Bond Sale 


This project consists of all activities and costs asso¬ 
ciated with selling $8,850,000 in Zone W-l bonds, including 
the preparation of a bond brochure. 

Coyote Groundwater Basin Study 

This project is an analysis of alternative proposals for 
the operation of Coyote Creek and the Coyote Cana‘1 system and 
monitoring of groundwater conditions in drainage problem areas 
of the Lower Coyote Valley. The groundwater basin response 
will be simulated by the Coyote Groundwater Basin model and 
the results will be compared with field measurements. 

Effect of Urbanization on Surface and Groundwater Conditions 


The objective of this study will be to determine the effect 
on the groundwater and surface hydrology of an area that has 
changed from an agricultural use to an urban use. The Permanente 
Creek hydrographic unit would be the study area. The results 
of this study will serve as an indicator as to what the impact 
of the increased urbanization will have on the groundwater 
supply and its effect on the utility and operation of the ground- 
water basin. 
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Groundwater Conditions Study 

This study will evaluate in a general manner some of the 
elements of the hydrologic balance previously covered by the 
annual survey report on groundwater conditions. 

North County Water Distribution System 

This project consists of a review and analysis of the 
existing distribution system facilities and the development of 
alternative distribution facilities to integrate the surface 
and groundwater supplies with the needs of the North County 
area. The study will lead towards a water supply planning 
model formulated to optimize the combined surface and ground- 
water supplies according to project needs for the North County. 

Resistivity Analysis of Shallow Water Conditions 

This project consists of an investigation, through con¬ 
tract with a consulting firm, on the use of resistivity techni¬ 
ques to study the shallow acquifer-aquitard relationships in 
the Bay land areas. The techniques to be developed could also 
be used to study potential problems of seawater intrusion. 

Water Demands and Water Supply Elements' Study 

This project is a review and analysis of previous water 
demands studies with the objective of establishing a common 
basis for water demands to be used for current studies through¬ 
out the District. This study will continue into the next fiscal 
year with the objective of updating the water demand predictions 
using the most recent population projection figures and other 
information available. The results of this study will provide 
a basis for uniformity of District studies. 

Water Quality Study 

This project will delineate water quality problem areas 
and determine geologic controls within these areas. An investi¬ 
gation for establishing a basis for water quality criteria will 
be performed. This project would include a basin-wide investi¬ 
gation of water quality conditions with the objective of 
establishing a basis for the formulation of a groundwater 
quality model. 
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Financial and Cash Flow Study 

This project consists of financing and pricing studies of 
the water importation and distribution system to develop the 
most economical method of providing peaking capacities and 
incremental additions to the system, investigations of alterna¬ 
tive techniques for establishing rates, modifications to the 
existing computer program for projecting water rates, and 
developing data for production runs of the modified computer 
program. 

Water Reclamation Study 


This project will consist of an investigation into the 
feasibility of reclaiming sewage and waste water for ground- 
water recharge and irrigation. It will also include preliminary 
investigation into the feasibility of considering desalted water 
as an additional source of supply. 

Water Quality Evaluations 


This project will consist of a review of subsurface 
geology related to water quality data collected by the District, 
a review of existing reports, and to perform services either 
requested or required by the Regional Water Quality Board. 

Water Resources Studies - South County Planning Study 

This project is a continuation of the HUD South County 
Planning Study. It will provide: 1) more detailed knowledge 
of the South County groundwater conditions, 2) better knowledge 
of the economics of waste water reclamation and other sources 
of water supply, 3) better knowledge of water demands as a 
result of the 1970 census, 4) implementation of the HUD South 
County Study recommendations, 5) incorporation into the model 
developed during 1970-71 of the capabilities to handle seasonal 
variations. 

Water Resources Studies - Optimization Management Study 

This project is a cooperative program with the Department 
of Water Resources. It includes cooperative engineering and 
groundwater geologic studies necessary for the establishment 
of the District's groundwater basin mathematical computer model. 
It includes preparation and review of geologic and hydrologic 
data and development of modeling techniques. The study will 
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lead to the formulation of a water resources optimization manage¬ 
ment model to be used for optimization management of.surface 
and groundwater resources. 

Construction Program 

Pest Control 


This project consists of the purchase of a water quality 
monitor instrument. In order to gather required information on 
surface water quality, such an instrument is needed. A flexible 
instrument that could measure dissolved oxygen, pH, conductivity, 
temperature, and other specific elements and could be used in 
streams or in reservoirs would be obtained. 

Operations Program 


Pest Control 


This project consists of monitoring raw water quality, 
investigation of problems relating to raw water quality, treat¬ 
ment of percolation areas to control insects, aquatic weeds, 
and algae.

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D ISTRICT SUMMARY 

The District Cost Center has only three programs - 
Administration, Maintenance, and one program peculiar to 
District activities called the Governmental Program. The 
Governmental Program covers activities which benefit the 
District as a whole and, because of their long term effect, 
are not properly chargeable to projects that are planned, con¬ 
structed, maintained, or operated in any given budget year. 

Such projects are in the category of research and development 
used as a basis for all present and future work programs of 
the District and commonly charged by other public agencies to 
the General Fund of such agencies. Consequently, the cost 
of the Governmental Program as well as the accounts for Fixed 
Assets are directly charged to the District as a whole. 

The Administration and Maintenance Programs, together with 
the Services and Supplies Accounts, constitute charges 
initially made against the District funds but later spread 
as applied costs to the various programs and projects within 
the Flood Control Zone and Water Utility Cost Centers and the 
Equipment Working Capital Fund. These programs and costs are 
of a current nature and of immediate annual benefit. These 
expenses are spread to the projects in the other Cost Centers 
and to the Equipment Working Capital Fund on a labor dollar 
basis. 

The activities contained in the Administration and 
Maintenance Programs have been explained in the Introduction 
to the Budget. Therefore, explanations of programs and costs 
will be limited herein to the Governmental Program, Personnel 
Requirements, Services and Supplies, Fixed Assets and the 
Operating Reserves. 
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GOVERNMENTAL PROGRAM 


Basic Hydrology Project 

This is a continuing project of the District consisting 
of data analysis collected under the Basic Data Collection 
Project. The analysis of the data will result in updating our 
current method of computing design flows and determine the con¬ 
cept of optimum reservoir operation rules of our existing 
reservoir system. 

Basic Engineering Project 

This is a continuing project of the District, consisting 
of engineering research studies and engineering data collection, 
resulting in methods of engineering applications of benefit to 
■future projects of the District. It includes updating and 
revision of engineering standards and procedures manuals. 
Included in this project is the study of overall flood con¬ 
trol programs, defining programs for approval by the District's 
Board, and updating the five year construction schedule. 

Basic Data Collection Project 

This project consists of collection of basic data relating 
to land surface elevations, amounts of rainfall, rates of 
evaporation, stream flow quantities, depths to groundwater, 
water quality, and items of a similar nature gathered for the 
purpose of creating an historical log which can be used by 
present and future generations in the analysis of District 
flood control and water supply problems. 

Planned Studies - Weil Sealing Standards 

The purpose of this project is to extend well sealing 
standards for abandoned wells into well construction standards 
taking into account geology, water quality, and water level 
conditions. Consideration will be given to the foothill areas. 

Planned Studies - Reservoir Outlet Enlargement 

This project provides for completion of the preliminary 
analysis of alterations to evaluate the order of magnitude of 
the cost of enlarging the reservoir outlets to provide for 
flood control. A follow-up feasibility study that would in¬ 
clude economic evaluation of changed reservoir operations to 
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maximize the benefits to be derived by any proposed outlet 
modification will be undertaken in future years. 

Planned Studies - Landscaping and Aesthetic Treatment 

This project will continue the development of general 
landscaping and aesthetic treatment for District projects.

This project consists of preliminary evaluation of how 
much more, if any, subsidence will occur as based upon projected 
hydrologic balances, declination of artesian head, and other 
related items. It will provide a preliminary economic-engineering 
analysis of dollar cost effects of subsidence mainly in relation 
with flood control and levee construction in lowlands near the 
Bay and heightening of levees on unstable clay foundations. 

Planned Studies - Management Information and Decision System 

This project provides funds for the use of the County of 
Santa Clara Computer Center to check out and to debug the pro¬ 
grams required to automate the accounting, financial, and 
management reporting systems recommended in the Detail Design 
of Computer Usage Corporation. 

Fish Assistance Project 

This project provides for the movement of fish from various 
waters in the District when it is necessary to dry up the facil¬ 
ity. The work is done in cooperation with the California 
Department of Fish and Game and. County Department of Parks and 
Recreation. 

Equipment/Personnel Relocation 

This project is the moving expense of relocating District 
equipment and personnel to the new administrative offices 
anticipated to be completed in the month of January 1972. 
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PERSONNEL REQUIREMENTS 

This Budget does not provide for any new personnel. The 
new administrative headquarters of the District may however 
require that personnel be added during the course of the year. 
In this Budget, janitorial services for the new building are 
provided pursuant to contract. After a trial period on this 
basis, the costs for janitorial services will be analyzed to 
see if such work can be accomplished more economically with 
District personnel. In the new building, reception areas have 
been provided for each department of the District and some sub¬ 
departments of the Engineering Department. These reception 
areas were provided at the new building to give better service 
to the public and those who do business with the District. 

After a trial period with existing staff, the service and work 
load will be analyzed to determine whether or not additional 
secretarial help is needed. 


SERVICES AND SUPPLIES 

The total Services and Supplies Account has been reduced 
by approximately $22,500 as compared to the previous year. The 
portion of the Services and Supplies Accounts which are reim¬ 
bursed from the Flood Control Zones and the Water Utility as 
overhead charges have been increased by almost $14,000 over the 
previous year. However, these accounts include more than 
$28,500 associated with the move to the new building and are 
in the category of a one time expenditure. 


FIXED ASSETS 


The total of the District's Fixed Assets Account is sub¬ 
stantially reduced when compared to the previous year because 
of the near completion of the District's new administrative 
headquarters. Each of the individual accounts has beer, reduced 
with the exception of Office Equipment which includes a one 
time expenditure of almost $14,000 related to the move into 
the new building. 
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OPERATING RESERVES 


This is the Reserve Account of the District which includes 
the Revolving Fund. This Budget, in the Appropriations for 
Contingencies Account, includes $100,000 for a self-insurance 
reserve fund, $600,000 for loans to the South Zone to be used 
to acquire rights-of-way on the Upper and Lower Llagas Creek 
Projects under the Public Law 566 Program, and $100,000 for 
contingencies on right-of-way acquisition on South Zone 
projects financed by the State and Federal governments.

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EQUIPMENT WORKING CAPITAL FUND 

The Equipment Working Capital Fund was established by the 
Board of Directors for the purpose of maintaining, operating 
and replacing three types of mobile equipment owned by the 
District. Type I equipment consists of sedans and pickup 
trucks; Type II equipment consists of heavy trucks; and 
Type III equipment consists of heavy operating equipment such 
as bulldozers, grade-alls, draglines and other similar types 
of equipment used for the maintenance of District projects. 

The Equipment Working Capital Fund is self-supporting with all 
costs of the fund being charged as direct costs to various 
programs and projects in all District cost centers. The ex¬ 
penses of the Equipment Working Capital Fund will be recovered 
by a charge of mileage rates on Type I equipment, and hourly 
rate charges on Type II and Type III equipment.
